HIS  HONOUR  the  T.ieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  approve  of  the 
rescission  by  the  Board  of  .Adjustment,  of  the  fol¬ 
lowing  Regulations  made  by  the  said  Board  under 
the  provisions  of  the  “  Hours  of  Work  .Act, 
1928  ”  :— 

14.  E  very  employer  shall  notify,  by  means  of 
the  posting  of  notices  in  conspicuous  i)laces  in  the 
works  or  other  suitable  pi, ace.  the  hours  at  which 
work  begins  and  ends,  and.  where  work  is  carried 
on  by  shifts,  the  hours  at  which  each  shift  begins 
and  ends,  also  such  rest  intervals  accorded  during 
the  period  of  work  as  are  not  reckoiual  as  part 
of  tile  working-hours.  These  hours  shall  be  so 
fixed  that  the  duration  of  the  work  shall  not  exc“eed 
the  limits  prescribed  by  the  “  Hours  of  Work  .Act. 
1!)2.‘>,”  or  by  the  regulations  inadi'  tlu'reiimh'r.  and 
when  so  notified  they  shall  not  be  changed  except 
uiKin  twenty-four  hours’  notice  of  such  change 
posted  as  hereinbefore  specified. 

15.  In  allowing  working  periods  in  excess  of 
that  iiri'scribed  by  section  8  of  the  “  Hours  of  Work 
.Act.  1928, ’’  the  Itoaial  of  Adjustment  rules  that 
such  overtime  is  only  to  be  used  to  cover  siiecial 
conditions  as  enumerated  in  the  regulations,  and 
th.at  the  additional  time  allowed  should  in  no  sense 
be  regarded  as  a  jiart  of  the  normal  working-day.

HIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  approve  of  the 
following  Orders  made  by  the  Board  of  Adjust¬ 
ment  under  the  provisions  of  the  “  Hours  of  Work 
Act,  1928”:-— 

Having  reg.ard  to  the  nature  and  conditions  of 
the  industrial  undertakings  hereinafter  mentioned, 
the  condition  of  employment,  and  welfare  of  em¬ 
ployees,  the  Board  of  .Adjustment  after  inquiry, 
held  pursuant  to  the  “  Houns  of  Work  .Act,  1928,” 
and  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  in  Council,  hereby  exenijits  to  the  extent 
hei'einafter  stated  from  the  provisions  of  section  8 
of  the  said  Act  the  industrial  undertakings  and 
workers  engaged  therein,  hereinafter  mentioned, 
namely  : — 

10.  .All  workers  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of 
furniture,  beds  and  mattresses,  as  operators  of  pick¬ 
ing  and  garnetting  machines',  may  be  permitted 
to  work  overtime  to  the  extent  of  four  (4)  hours 
per  man  per  week  during  the  following  months: 
February,  Alarch,  April,  May,  September,  October. 

17.  All  workers  employed  on  night  shifts  in  saw¬ 
mills,  planing-mills,  and  shingle-mills,  west  of  the 
Cascade  Alountains,  may  work  a  total  of  forty- 
eight  hours  each  week  in  five  nights,  in  lieu  of 
forty-eight  hours  each  week  in  six  nights:  Pro¬ 
vided,  however,  that  no  night  shift  shall  exceed  ten 
hours  :  Provided  further  that  the  entire  staff  en¬ 
gaged  in  the  operations  of  the  employer  shall  he 
limited  to  the  hours  herein  set  forth. 

1a.  In  the  industries  referred  to  in  the  preceding 
regulation,  the  hours  of  labour  thereby  fixed  may 
be  exceeded  by  one  hour  on  five  days  of  each  week 
for  the  purpose  of  making  a  shorter  work-day  on 
one  day  of  the  week,  provided  that  the  total  hours 
for  each  week  shall  not  exceed  fifty-four.

Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 


Rule  7G. 

LL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  prop¬ 
erly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legis¬ 
lative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the 
purview  of  the  “  British  North  America  Act, 
18G7  ” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a  Bridge,  the 
making  of  a  Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line ;  the  construction  or 
improvement  of  a  Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work ;  the  granting  of  a  right 
of  Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company ;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  in¬ 
dividuals  any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi¬ 
leges  whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu¬ 
lar  class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 
amendment  of  a  like  nature  to  any  former  Act — 
shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers 
to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the 
location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf 
of  the  applicant.  Such  notice  shall  be  published 
in  the  British  Columbia  Gazette  and  in  one  daily 
and  one  weekly  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  When  the  proposed  Private 
Bill  is  of  a  local  nature,  the  notice  shall  be  further¬ 
more  published  in  some  newspaper  in  the  electoral 
district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
therein,  then  in  the  nearest  electoral  district  in 
which  a  newspaper  is  published.

Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until  the 
same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof 
at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Private 
Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.  And

presented  after  the  tiiiu!  heiadlibefore  limited,  or 
for  which  th(‘  Petition  has  bisen  received  after  the 
time  In'reinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay 
doubh'  tile  fees  reipiired  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  ordi-r  to  the  contrary.

passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

78.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation 
shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference 
the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the 
details  to  he  provided  for  hy  such  Bills.
